PROVO. Utah (AP) - An exhibit 
of priceless antiquities from the 
reign of Ramses the Great makes Us 
U.S. dcbul today, and organizers 
hope it will be a "message of good- 
will” bclwccn'the-Unitcd-Stotes and- 
Egypl, Whose relations Imve been 
strained since tbe AchiUc Lauro hi- 
jacking. 

The Egyptian Museum's exhibit, 
“Ramses II; The Pharaoli and His 
Time." is scheduled to run through 
April 5 at Mormon Church-owned 
Brigham. Young University. It will 
then be dlspluved at the World's 
—Fair ,in- Vancnuvcr.-BrUlsh. . Colum*. 
bia, before going to Jacksonville, 
Fla., and Memphis, Tenn. - 
Organizers of the lour say the ex- 


Ramses II, who is believed to have 
been pharaoh during the biblical Ex- 
_odus.i_l8 even more spectacular than 
that of'ilie' King"'TuUhkhafneh*cx'^ 
hlblllon. which drew hundreds of 


thousands of people during its U.S. 
tour several years. 

The Ramses exhibit includes tem- 
ple shrines. sarcophagi and an 8-ton 
statue of a. falcon guarding ihe 
young child Ramses, delicate pieces 
of Jewelry, ornate inslrumonls used 
to apply cosmetics, workmen's tools, 
-polterv and papyruspleccs. 

"Tut did not have any «-lon 
pieces," ■ said Wilfred C. Griggs, a
